San Diefo, Cal., July 23.— The 
United Stairs gunboat Bennington, 
under command of Commander 
Lucian Young, arrived here Tuesday 
morning after a voyage of nine days 
from Honolulu, and had been taking 
coal with the expectation of sailing 
immediately for Panama to relieve 
the Princeton. Last night Comman- 
der Young received a change of 
orders and was directed to proceed 
at once to Port Harford, near Santa 
Barbara, to assist the Wyoming, 
which put into that harbor day be- 
fore yesterday in distress, having 
lost a propeller blade and suffering 
from a cranky shaft. 

About 10:30 o'clock, July 21, while 
the officers and crew, under direc- 
tion of Lieutenant, Yates, acting ex- 
ecutive officer (Commander Young 
being ashore) were clearing the ship 
ready for departure the after end of 
the port main boiler blew out, filling 
the ship with steam, bursting a large 
hole in the deck, blowing out sever- 
al plates on the port side of the ves- 
sel and carrying away nearly all the 
ventilators and rigging. 

The ship was shaken from stem to 
stern, the deck was covered with the 
bodies of the dead and wounded and 
with wreckage of every sort. A 
number of men on the deck were 
blown seventy-liv.' or a hundred feet 
into the air and the remainder of the 
crew jumped overboad to escape 
from the steam. Several tugs, a 
ferry boat and other vessels in the 
harbor went immediately to the 
assistance of the Bennington and 
picked up a large number of men 
from the water. 

A complete summary of the dis- 
aster may now be given with some 
decree of accuracy. The total num- 
ber of casualties are placed at 110, 
as follows: 

Known dead, forty-nine; dead be- 
lieved to be in flooded compartments 
of the vessel, seven; now at hospitals 
under treatment, fifty-four; total, 
110.

At one point tons upon tons of 
rock have tumbled Into the yawning 
throat of a huge crater some 300 feet 
above the base of the mountain, t 
burned to finest powder in the Intense 
heat of an abyss of Are.

Every tt 
weeks, as the combustible substances 
beneath are consumed, the law 
gravitation asserts itself and great 
bodies of rock come crashing down 
into the fiery furnace to be slaked 
crushed by the next succeeding i 
signment. 

The cracks In the mountain side 
In some cases a dozen feet acr 
The heat from them Is almost unbear- 
able at a dl*1itnco of 100 feet, and it is 
impossible to hold the hand in any of 
the smaller crevices for more than 
tew seconds. 

At night, from below, the countless 
Assures look like campflres dotting 
otherwise barren waste, but when 
view is obtained from the top of other 
mountains they glow like angry In 
flamed wounds. Blue streaks of flame 
shoot across them and vanish. Occa- 
sionally there Is an accumulation 
gas which ignites and fills the entire 
Assure with a blinding glare of un- 
canny light, while a rumbling roar be- 
neath tells of another rock mass dis- 
lodged and tumbled into some raging 
furnace still further below. A roar- 
ing, rushing sound not unlike the draft 
of some huge house furnace is always 
beard, and an everlasting mist of sul- 
phur smoke hangs over the whole of 
the great bill. 

The Rio Grande, whose wi 
flow by the mountain with quiet easy 
motion, which Is so seldom found in a 
typical mountain stream, will eventual- 
ly prove the end of this remarkable 
phenomenon, at least this is the theory 
which is advanced by scientists who 
have made a study of the strange case. 
When the gradual process of disin- 
tegration proceeds to such great length 
that Are and water meet, scientists de- 
clare that the greatest phenomenon, 
even greater than the burning moun- 
tain Itself, will take place. It is de- 
clared on authority that when the fate- 
ful time arrives the site where the 
mountain mood will be turned Into a 
great black hole and the terrible force 
generated by the meeting of Are and 
water will cause a shower of rocks. 
The entire country for several miles, 
so the story goes, will be burled under 
a terriAc hall of stones which nothing 
esu withstand. Thus. It is said, will 
"Burning Mountain'' be a thing of the 
past.

Bagging Grapes. 

We enclose part of our grape crop 
paper bags to produce fancy 
clusters. Paper bags of the size us- 
ed to hold a pound of coffee and the 
next size larger are put on at any 
time after grapes are well set un- 
til half grown. The lower corners 
are cut slightly so that moisture can 
escape. The top of the bag is gath- 
ered together and fastened around 
the stem with string, short wire or 
pinned. The bags protect the fruit 
from the birds. The fruit comes 
out of the bags beautifully clean 
and free from dust and cobwebs, 
with all the natural bloom of the 
grape undisturbed by moisture 
with every grape perfect and free 
from disease. The spores of fungus 
disease floating in the air cannot 
reach the fruit when it is thus cover- 
ed. Bagged grapes ripen more 
evenly, receiving the heat of the sun 
slightly tempered by the paper, and 
are not sun scalded. They show a 
perfect color than when ripen-

Afghan iRUn a« Buffer State May Aid 
Enemy— Natives of India Not 
Particularly Loyal to 
England.
